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PROGRESS  REPORT 
1964-1965 


ART: 


By  the  end  of  the  semester  we  were  very  pleased  to  see 

the  majority  of  the  students  had  progressed  to  the  point 
that  they  were  able  to  execute  in  a  satisfactory  manner  any 
of  the  as signed  problems ,  and  with  an  assurance  and  confidence 
in  their  own  abilities.  For  those  who  plan  to  teach  this 
ability  will  be  of  value.  For  those  who  do  not  it  will  mean  a 
greater  appreciation  of  art  and  pleasurable  hobby  later. 

One  student  had  two  drawings  accepted  in  the  Third  Annual 
Student  Art  Competition  at  State  College,  and  was  asked  to  lend 
her  drawings  for  a  year’s  display. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  we  have  had  the  students 
use  a  textbook  in  Art.  Up  to  this  time  their  problems  in 
Design  have  been  taken  from  various  sources.  The  text  which 
was  adopted  is  Design  Through  Discovery  and  is  the  best  one 
we  have  found  on  the  subjectT  Along  with  the  text  were  speci¬ 
fic  problems.  In  class  we  work  on  related  problems. 

The  students  seem  to  be  interested  in  the  work,  and  we 
feel  that  the  experience  will  prove  of  value  to  them,  especi¬ 
ally  the  future  home-makers  and  teachers. 

A  new  policy  for  requiring  home-work  in  Mechanical 
Drawing  was  tried  and  seems  to  be  working  very  well.  The  old 
system  had  a  tendency  to  make  clock-watchers  of  the  students 
instead  of  making  them  concentrate  on  quality  of  work.  With 
the  new  system  they  work  at  home  on  yellow  paper  instead  of 
the  white  paper  used  in  class.  In  this  way  we  can  tell  at  a 
glance  who  is  working  at  home  and  just  how  much  he  is  producing. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  eight  students 
enrolled  in  Art  201,  most  of  them  having  had  Art  101  and  Art 
102.  The  same  policy  of  requiring  home  work  was  followed 
except  that  they  did  not  report  the  number  of  hours  spent  on 
any  painting.  This  meant  an  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the 
work.  One  student  failed  because  she  did  no  work  at  home. 

During  the  second  semester  there  were  also  eight  students 
enrolled.  Three  new  ones  replacing  three  who  had  dropped  out. 
Three  students  submitted  paintings  in  the  Third  Annual  Student 
Competition  in  Raleigh.  Although  their  paintings  were  rejected 
the  experience  of  competing  is  beneficial  and  will  inspire 
them  to  try  again. 

BUSINESS  EDUCATION: 

Twenty  new  standard  Underwood  typewriters  were  purchased 
and  delivered  in  September,  1964.  An  R.  C.  Allen  full-keyboard 
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Business  Education  -  Continued 


adding-listing  machine.  An  IBM  card-punch  machine  was 
rented  in  order  to . incorporate  the  teaching  of  basic  card 
punch  data  processing  in  the  Machines  Course.  Ten  sets  (40 
records)  of  shorthand  dictation  material  were  purchased  and 
placed  in  the  Business  Education  listening  center.  The 
Bookkeeping  Course  was  dropped  from  the  Curriculum  and  Inter¬ 
mediate  Accounting  was  added.  More  supplementary  teaching 
materials  have  been  used  as  a  result  of  the  purchasing  of  a 
portable  overhead  projector  and  a  Thermo-Fax  copying  machine. 

There  has  been  an  increased  use  of  supplementary  hand¬ 
out  materials  which  have  been  obtained  from  a  number  of 
corporations . 

Enrollment  in  the  department  increased  as  shown  by 
Teacher  Load  and  Student  Credit  Hours. 

ENGLISH: 

All  of  the  English  courses  in  the  catalogue  were  offered 
this  year.  The  courses  seem  to  have  been  well  accepted  and 
to  have  been  successful. 

Especially  notable  has  been  the  success  in  our  five-day 
sections  of  beginning  English.  In  the  fall  four  sections  of 
the  first  semester  composition  course  were  offered  in  the  five- 
day  sections.  Three  sections  of  the  second  semester  composi¬ 
tion  course  were  offered  in  five-day  sections  in  the  spring. 

The  additional  days  of  instruction  and  the  additional  basic 
material  have  helped  to  reduce  the  number  of  failures  in 
freshman  composition. 

Developmental  reading  was  required  of  all  students  with 
scores  below  a  given  point  on  a  reading  test.  The  effective¬ 
ness  of  this  course  has  not  as  yet  been  determined. 

MATHEMATICS: 

Mathematics  111  (Fundamental  Mathematics)  was  introduced 
this  year  on  an  experimental  basis  and  due  to  the  lack  of 
acceptance  by  senior  institutions  will  be  dropped  from  the 
mathematics  curriculum.  With  the  emphasis  over  the  country  on 
"Modern  Mathematics"  a  new  course,  Mathematics  111-112  (Ele¬ 
mentary  Mathematics )  will  be  offered  next  year.  Response  to 
this  course  from  senior  institutions  has  been  highly  favorable 
and  its  transferability  will  be  very  high.  College  Algebra 
(Math  101)  and  Trigonometry  (Math  102)  will  be  given  a  "modern" 
approach  next  fall  in  keeping  with  the  present  trend.  Due  to 
the  technical  nature  of  Analytic  Geometry  the  response  has 
been  very  light,  but  we  plan  to  continue  it  for  those  few  pre¬ 
engineering,  pre-math,  and  pre-science  students. 

MODERN  FOREIGN  LANGUAGES 

The  language  department  offers  six  courses:  Beginning 
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Modern  Foreign  Languages  -  Continued 


French,  Second  Year  College  French,  and  Advanced  French; 
Beginning  Spanish,  Second  Year  College  Spanish,  and  Advanced 
Spanish.  Each  class  meets  three  hours  a  week,  with  the 
exception  of  the  beginning  classes  which  meet  five  hours  a 
week.  In  addition  to  class  work  two  hours  a  week  is  required 
in  listening  time  to  the  records  in  the  library.  Book  reports, 
parallel  reading  and  term  papers  are  required  and  presented  in 
notebook  form  each  quarter.  Oral  tests  on  memory  work  are 
required  each  quarter  and  an  oral  and  written  examination  each 
semester.  1964-65  initiated  the  five-day  beginning  classes. 
They  will  be  continued  next  year. 

French  and  Spanish  each  have  a  language  club  and  the  top 
students  scholastically  are  invited  into  membership  in  Sigma 
Pi  Alpha,  the  honorary  language  fraternity. 

Once  a  month  the  French  students  see  a  French  movie  from 
FASCEA,  the  French  cultural  embassy.  Two  exhibits  have  been 
displayed  in  the  library.  The  French  students  are  invited 
twice  a  month  to  Davidson  College  to  see  the  French  movies 
there.  The  department  was  also  invited  to  see  a  French  play 
at  Davidson,  to  the  Treteau  de  Paris  at  Winthrop  College  and 
to  the  Bourgeois  Gentilhomme  at  Duke  University. 

Mrs.  Knox  maintains  active  membership  in  the  following 
professional  groups:  AATF ;  AATSP ;  NCEA,  State  and  County 
Units;  Sigma  Pi  Alpha;  Delta  Sigma  Pi;  Spanish  Fraternity, 
Davidson  College  Chapter;  and  Delta  Kappa  Gamma.  She  has 
attended  workshops  and  conferences  on  the  local,  district, 
and  state  level,  and  she  has  served  on  various  committees. 

She  is,  at  present,  district  secretary  for  the  Higher  Education 
Department  of  the  N.C.E.K.  Mrs.  Knox  was  asked  to  give  a  paper 
at  the  State  Meeting  of  French  Teachers  at  Wingate  College  in 
April  on  Teaching  Foreign  Languages  in  the  Junior  College.  She 
also  serves  on  two  committees  of  the  N.  C.  College  Conference. 

MUSIC: 


A  new  full-time  faculty  member  was  added  to  the  depart¬ 
ment  to  teach  organ,  piano,  sight  singing,  and  to  accompany  the 
Choir.  In  addition,  he  has  directed  the  Male  Chorus.  Besides 
regular  recitals  by  the  students,  Mr.  Brock  presented  an  organ 
recital.  The  Choir,  with  former  members  of  the  Choir,  pre¬ 
sented  the  Christmas  portion  of  Handel's  MESSIAH  in  December. 
The  Choir  presented  the  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  Operetta  PATIENCE 
on  April  29  and  May  1.  The  Music  Department  presented  a  pro¬ 
gram  for  the  MacDowell  Music  Club  on  April  27,  and  performed 
at  the  N.  C.  State  Convention  of  Federated  Music  Clubs  on  May  7. 
It  sang  for  various  other  occasions  throughout  the  year,  such 
as  Religious  Emphasis  Week  at  the  College. 

New  fluorescent  lights  were  installed  in  all  music  rooms 
and  studios.  The  concert  grand  piano  (Henry  F.  Miller)  in 
Studio  118  was  damaged  by  water,  and  was  repaired  and  re¬ 
finished.  It  is  suitable  for  teaching  purposes,  but  has  proved 
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Music  -  Continued 


to  be  unsatisfactory  for  performance.  The  Chickering  small 
grand  that  was  in  the  girls’  dormitory  was  repaired  and  re¬ 
finished,  and  placed  in  Studio  130  for  teaching  of  piano  and 
theory.  All  other  pianos  were  tuned  and  kept  in  repair. 

Music  Theory  was  offered  as  a  five-day  course,  carrying  four 
hours  credit,  rather  than  the  three  hours  credit  previously 
given. 

HEALTH  AND  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION: 

The  extensive  renovations  of  the  gymnasium  have  been 
appreciated  and  enjoyed  this  year.  It  has  meant  a  great  boost 
to  the  physical  education  program  and  the  intramural  program. 

The  department  is  adding  two  new  activities  to  its  acti¬ 
vities:  field  hockey  and  tennis.  Field  Hockey  is  a  sport 

that  has  good  conditioning  aspects  as  well  as  a  major  emphasis 
on  team  work  and  good  conduct.  The  women's  program  needs 
another  team  sport.  The  department  felt  as  though  another  in¬ 
dividual  sport  was  needed  and  decided  on  tennis  because  of  its 
increasing  popularity  among  college  students  and  adults.  We 
have  secured  permission  from  the  Statesville  Recreation  Depart¬ 
ment  for  the  use  of  the  Caldwell  Park  courts.  The  course  will 
be  co-educational . 

EXTRAMURALS  as  professionally  defined  means  athletics  or 
special  events  extra  to  the  intramural  program.  We  intend  to 
have  an  extramural  program  in  men’s  cross-country,  basketball, 
and  volleyball,  as  well  as  women's  volleyball. 

For  the  first  time  the  department  put  the  tumbling  team 
on  local  tour  here  in  the  county  school  system  as  an  additional 
way  of  advertising  the  college,  and  at  the  same  time  was  enter¬ 
taining  and  educational.  We  performed  fifteen  times  this  year 
and  hope  to  perform  eighteen  times  next  year.  All  trips  will 
be  by  chartered  bus. 

The  department  is  laying  plans  for  a  physical  fitness 
testing  program  to  be  conducted  the  first  week  of  school  next 
fall.  All  students  falling  below  national  norms  will  be  re¬ 
gistered  in  a  Fundamentals  Class  in  order  that  they  might  be 
taught  basic  coordinations,  develop  strength,  endurance,  and 
important  motor  skills. 

PSYCHOLOGY: 

Educational  Psychology  was  taught  for  the  first  time 
during  the  second  semester.  Only  students  with  a  transferable 
grade  in  the  general  psychology  course  were  accepted.  These 
students  have  maintained  a  high  degree  of  interest  throughout 
the  semester.  Much  of  this  was  developed  by  means  of  group 
projects  which  involved  visiting  and  observing  pupil  behavior 
in  Grades  One  through  High  School.  This  material  was  then

presented  to . the  class  and  printed  summaries  given  each 
student.  Friday  of  each  week  was  generally  given  over  to 
panel  discussion  or  presentation  of  a  project  by  a  group. 

RELIGION: 

Dui^ing  the  school  year  1964-65,  the  following  classes 
have  been  offered  in  the  Department  of  Religion:  Introduction 
to  the  Old  Testament,  Introduction  to  Church  History,  Intro- 
duction  to  the  New  Testament,  and  Introduction  to  World 
Religions.  Two  of  these  classes  are  completely  new  classes. 
They  are  Introduction  to  Church  History  and  Introduction  to 
World  Religions.  No  new  classes  are  being  projected  for  the 
coming  school  year. 

The  following  additional  teaching  material  has  been  ob¬ 
tained  for  classes  in  the  Department  of  Religion:  One  map  of 
, showing  its  geographic  features;  one  map  of  the 
World  for  use  primarily  in  the  Church  History  Class;  and  one 
map  of  Europe  and  Asia,  with  emphasis  on  Asia,  for  use  pri- 
marily  in  the  World  Religions  Class. 

Community  response  especially  to  the  night  classes  in 
Introductory  Old  Testament  and  Introductory  New  Testament  has 
been  very  good.  When  night  classes  in  Religion  were  initiated 
second  semester  of  school  year  1963-64,  class  size  was  very 
small  (11)  and  was  composed  nearly  exclusively  of  regular  stu¬ 
dents  (10).  Might  class  first  semester  of  this  year  increased 
to  15  students  of  whom  only  four  were  regular  students.  Night 
class  second  semester  increased  to  20  of  whom  approximately  10 
to  12  might  be  considered  regular  students. 

SCIENCE: 

During  the  school  year  1964-65,  the  Departments  of 
Biology  and  Chemistry  were  combined  into  one  Science  Department 
Hr.  S.  R.  Sowers  was  appointed  as  Acting  Chairman  due  to  the 
retirement  of  Dr.  Vera  Millsaps.  Mr.  Charles  Kelly  was  appoint 
ed  to  the  faculty  as  an  Instructor  in  Biology. 

Several  important  physical  improvements  occurred  during 
the  summer  of  1964  and  the  fall  semester  of  the  same  year.  The 
floors  of  the  two  laboratories  and  classroom  were  sanded  and 
finished,  and  both  laboratories  received  a  coat  of  paint. 
Kewaunee  Technical  Furniture  Company  furnished  at  cost  a  plastic 
paint  finish  to  apply  to  the  workbenches  of  both  laboratories. 
This  company  also  supplied  to  the  department  several  items  of 
equipment  at  cost  and  installed  them  free-of-charges .  These 
items  were  for  chemistry,  and  they  included  a  fume  hood,  paired 
drain-boards  for  both  lab  sinks,  a  fire  shower,  and  a  steam 
bath.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frank  Parlier  were  responsible  for  the 
addition  of  these  pieces  of  equipment.  Mr.  Parlier  is  a  sales¬ 
man  for  the  Kewaunee  Company,  and  Mrs.  Parlier,  who  is  a  part- 
time  student  at  Mitchell  is  a  member  of  the  Statesville  Junior 
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Science  -  Continued 


Service  League,  which  furnished  the  money  for  these  gifts. 
Without  these  patrons,  the  chemistry  laboratory  would  have 
lacked  this  equipment. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCE: 

This  Department  has  done  a  creditable  job  of  teaching 
for  the  past  year.  All  the  courses  offered  in  the  catalogue 
were  taught  and  done  well.  We  have  had  all  the  material  for 
teaching  that  the  Department  feels  necessary.  We  have  had  a 
rather  large  enrollment  in  the  Department  so  that  two  teachers 
were  teaching  over  170  students  during  the  first  semester  and 
over  160  students  each  during  the  spring  semester.  This  would 
seem  to  indicate  the  need  for  an  additional  instructor  for  the 
Department.  There  are  two  other  teachers  but  one  is  a  part- 
time  instructor  who,  while  he  does  the  job  well,  should  be 
replaced  by  a  full-time  instructor.

Regular  Students 

1.  Students  entering  college  for  the  first  time: 

a.  Graduation  from  an  accredited  high  school,  or  the  equiva¬ 
lent  as  evidenced  by  the  issuance  of  a  certificate  or 
diploma  of  high  school  equivalency  by  the  North  Carolina 
State  Department  of  Education  or  a  similar  agency  of 
another  state,  is  required. 

b.  For  admission  prospective  students  must  show  a  C  average 
of  all  attempted  work  in  the  four  years  of  high  school, 
together  with  the  recommendation  of  the  high  school 
principal . 

c.  Those  students  who  do  not  have  a  C  average  in  the  last  four 
years  of  high  school  must  be  interviewed  by  the  Admissions 
Committee  before  final  acceptance.  If  approved  by  the 
Admissions  Committee  for  admission,  they  will  be  admitted 
under  the  condition  as  specified  by  the  Committee. 

d.  Those  students  who  have  completed  their  junior  year  in  high 
school  may  apply  for  conditional  admission  to  Mitchell 
College.  They  will  be  notified  of  their  acceptance  when 
all  application  forms  and  a  transcript  of  their  first 
three  years  of  high  school  work  is  received  and  acted  upon 
by  the  Admissions  Committee.  Final  acceptance  will  be 
granted  when  the  student  has  completed  his  high  school  re¬ 
quirements  and  a  complete  transcript  of  his  high  school 
record  is  on  file  in  the  Registrar's  Office. 

e.  To  be  admitted  in  any  semester,  all  admissions  req  '.rements 
must  have  been  satisfied  prior  to  the  last  day  for  regis¬ 
tration  as  set  forth  in  the  calendar  of  this  catalog.  Stu¬ 
dents  who  have  not  completed  these  requirements  will  be 
designated  as  special  students  until  these  requirements 
have  been  met . 

2.  Transfer  Students: 

a.  An  applicant  who  has  previously  attended  or  enrolled  in  any 
other  college  or  university  is  considered  a  transfer  stu¬ 
dent.  This  student  must  furnish  evidence  of  an  honorable 
dismissal  by  the  last  college  or  university  that  he 
attended.  This  is  usually  shown  on  the  college  transcript. 

b.  Students  whose  status  from  his  last  college  or  university 
was  probationary  will  be  admitted  only  on  a  probationary

status  under  the  conditions  set  forth  by  the  Admissions

c.  The  student  who  has  been  suspended  from  his  previous 

college  for  any  reason  whatsoever  will  be  considered  for 
admission  by  the  Admissions  Committee,  who  after  a  personal 
interview  may  grant  probationary  admission  or  deny  admis¬ 
sion.  Students  in  this  category  are  warned  that  credits 
earned  at  Mitchell  College  while  under  suspension  from 
another  institution  may  not  be  acceptable  as  transfer  cre¬ 
dits  to  their  previous  institution  without  previous  per¬ 
mission  from  that  institution* 

3.  Part-time  Students: 

a.  Regular  students  who  desire  to  take  less  than  12  semester 
hours  of  work  in  one  semester  are  classified  as  part-time 
students . 

b.  Part-time  students  must  meet  the  same  requirements  as  full¬ 
time  students. 

4.  Foreign  Students: 

a.  A  foreign  student  is  classified  as  one  who  has  not  taken 
out  first  papers  for  United  States  Citizenship. 

b.  Such  students  must  meet  the  requirements  for  admission  as 
outlined  above. 

c.  The  foreign  student  must  be  able  to  read  and  write  the 
English  language  fluently  as  evidenced  by  a  letter  from  the 
United  States  Embassy  of  the  student’s  country  or  by  inter¬ 
view  with  the  Admissions  Committee.  (English-speaking 
countries  are  excepted  from  the  above  rule.) 

5.  Second-semester  Freshmen  and  Sophomores: 

a.  Any  regular  full-time  student  who  fails  to  maintain  a  1.3 
grade-point  average  for  any  semester  will  be  subject  to 
academic  suspension.  A  student  so  suspended  is  eligible 
for  readmission  upon  appeal  and  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Admissions  Committee.  Usually  the  Committee  will  not  re¬ 
admit  a  student  so  suspended  until  the  grade-point  average 
has  been  improved  by  work  done  in  summer  school. 

b.  Any  student  who  has  earned  a  1.3  grade-point  average  for 
any  semester  but  falls  below  a  1.5  average  will  be  placed 
on  probation  for  the  following  semester  under  conditions 
specified  by  the  Admissions  Committee. 
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II.  Special  Students: 

A  student  who  has  not  graduated  from  a  secondary  school,  who 
is  not  a  candidate  for  a  degree,  diploma,  or  a  certificate,  and 
who  gives  evidence  of  aptitude  for  college  work  may  be  admitted 
as  a  special  student,  on  a  non-credit  basis.  A  student  who  has 
completed  two  or  more  years  of  college  work  and  desires  to  take 
additional  training,  may  be  admitted  to  Mitchell  College  as  a 
special  student.

At  a  recent  meeting  the  Mitchell  College  Faculty  approved  the 
following  proposed  curriculum  changes  for  the  academic  year  1964- 
1965  : 

Graduation :  Discontinue  the  present  Standard  College  Diploma  and 

award  the  Associate  of  Arts  and  Associate  of  Science 
Degree  to  students  who  complete  a  Pre-Professional 
Curriculum  which  includes  a  basic  General  Education 
Program  along  with  other  Pre-Professional  Courses* 

General :  Establish  a  General  Education  Program  which  must  be  com¬ 

pleted  by  all  students  who  receive  the  Associate  of  Arts 
or  Associate  of  Science  degree.  This  Program  is  designed 
to  insure  that  these  students  complete  a  minimum  of  basic 
Liberal  Arts  Courses  before  being  eligible  for  graduation.
